A.9 affording, an maight into tho crit- 


ical methods of the Baireuth circle, let 
us take aa n striking example one of the 
most untiring of the bodyguard, Emsr- 
ich Kastner, who, as tbe compile): -if a 
Wagner catalogue—a catalogue oi' wit- 
ings and niDsicul wovks by and upon 
Richard Wagner—had acquired the rntik 
and title of great archivist of Wagne- 
rian literature. 
Kastner introduced a 


new, critical method, based on tha num- 
ber of beats and the metric measure nud 
began to measure oat the works of Wag- 
tier as one would a stretch of roadway 
or a field, with the intention and con- 
viction of discovering an nnsnspeoted 
and highly important principle in nrt. 
By cnrefnl computation Kastner found 
tli.it "Ricnzi" contained 5,980 heats; 
tbe "Flying Dritobman," 4,484; "Tann- 
Imuser," 4,831; "Lohengrin," 6,129; 
tbo "Meistersinger," 6,613. 
He thcu 


announced, by means of a demonstration 
whose secret will remain eternally in- 
soratable, that the life destiuy and ar- 
tistic experiences of Wagner were re- 
flected in these dry nnmburs. In fact, he 
went still farther and grouped together 
the unmber of beats iu every single 
scene from the operas of (he master, 
continually calculating, adding and sub- 
tracting until he roaobed, through pure- 
ly arithmetical methods, the establish- 
ment of psychological laws. 


This absurd sport, pliiyed by him with 


figures and notes, many of his colleagues 
pursued with the words, syllables, nay, 
even the single letters, of Wagner's tests. 
Thus a literature was created whereby 
mental criticism was to be replaced by 
those mechanical instruments—the bal- 
ance, the microscope and the knife nf 
tho viviseotor. 
All those researches, 


prosecuted with much ardor, clearly 
demonstrated to v.'hat a degree artistio 
views may bw lowered through blind 
idolatry.—Herr Alexander Moszkowski 
in Forum.

Most pereous Imvo had experience iu 
the eoductivo charms of tho somnolence 
which ha;> followed Hit) comfortable in- 
gestion of n midday or evening aieal, 
Tho moal finished, tho dinor arranges 
himself comfortably iu au armchair; it 
may be he lights a pipe or cigar, takes up 
a newspaper aud prepares to niako the 
most of tho restful conditions of his 
mind and body. But nature soon begins 
to assort her sway. In time tho eyelids 
close, the bead bogins to uocl, the news- 
paper falls from the bauds, tbo pipe, no 
longer supported in the mouth, falls to 
the floor, and the symptoms of a nap 
are complete. Whether the winks bo 40 
or 100 in number, the result is tho same 
—a short, eouiul sleep. 


Then comes the questjou, Is it harm- 


ful thus to fall asleep after a meal? By 
no means, for tha very obvious reason 
that the process is merely a physiolog- 
ical one, and na such, when it occurs, in 
quite natural. When digestion is ic 
progress, nature has arranged that all 
the available blood in the body shall be 
collected in aud about the digestive or 
gans. Consequently tbo bloctl supply to 
the brain falls to a lotv ebb, an'd thus 
sleep is easily induced. On the other 
hand, of course, physiologically, it is 
wrong for brain work to bo attempted 
immediately after a solid men!.—Med- 
ical Press.

Colonel W. H. Holabird of Pecos 


Valley, N. M., is in the oity. If he 
could have his way many of the States 
n the Onion, particular^ California, 
would enwage m the sugar beet raising 
ddustry upon such an extensive scale 
hat Germany would be forced out of 
competition and compelled to deny 
revenue to 
hei 
high-etracg young 


iuiser. 


The history ot the sugar beet is by 


no means uninteresting. Colonel Hoi- 
.bird tells bow it was first shaped, 
somewhat like a boy's peg top, with a 
ittle over five per cent of sugar, and 
low by selection and eliminition longer 
beets were grown, until those now 
raieed on his place in New Mexico are 
onger than nn inaugural message and 
sontain nearly 20 per cent of sugar. 


"The salts of the earth near the sur- 


'ace," said Colonel Holabird, "are of 
ittle value to the baet, but when they 
oeuetrate below the top stratum they 


bsorb those qualities which produce 
the maximum of sugar, and in no part 
of the country can greater results be 
obtained thsui in California. 


"The acreage devoted to sugar beet 


mlture in the Uaiterl States is ris fo! 
ows: 
Cliino, Ckl., 10,000 acres; Alima- 


tns, 4,000; Watsouville, 12,000; Alva- 
rado, R,000; Lehi, Utah, 3,500; Grand 
[Bland, Keb., 5.000; Noi fork, Neb., 5,000; 
Eddy, N. M , 3,000." 


The coining investment in America 


which will cause men to hold their 
aieatb in astonishment at 1he contem- 
plation, in Colonel Holabird's opinion, 
s 1ho sugar beet industry. He esti- 
mates that 920 more establishments, 
each using $500,000, are required to 
furnish the United States with sagar. 
Thus $1,600,000,000 would be devoted to 
the business. 


"Sugar cane is doomed," said Colonel 


Holnbird, "and the only way to defeat 
what we call the sugar trust is for bngar 
consumers to «sk for California beet 
sugar."—S. F. Chronicle.
